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FILLING OUR DAYS. 
To those of us who sometimes grdw 
weary of the monotonous routine of 
]ife the thought that our days are in 
some measure, 
at least, what we 
choose to make them should prove a 
stimulus. 
If we take no interest in 
what we are doing and wait for some­ 
thing to happen of its own accord it is 
not surprising that we find life dull; 
it could scarcely be otherwise. 
The 
man who lacks initiative never be­ 
comes a man of forceful character; 
his influence is negative, and after a 
while he almost looses his identity ev­ 
en to himself. It takes spirit and the 
inclination to move forward as no slow 
pace for a man to accomplish results 
that are out of the ordinary, and it is 
a foregone conclusion that such a man 
never finds life monotonous. The 
days are all too short for him then; 
the routine of his life is rarely the 
same from day to day, and he has no 
trouble in finding something to inter­ 
est and occupy his mind on every 
hand. 
It may be that we are some­ 
times too fearful of results to risk the 
chance of making good according to 
our own ideas, or that we are so lack­ 
ing in confidence in o u r se lv e s that we 
- prefer to get little or nothing out of 
life rather than to appear to invite 
defeat. 
If we could look a little way ahead, 
we argue, life would not be so diffi­ 
cult of adjustment, but it is just that 
uncertainty, that bewilderment, as it 
were, that adds zest to the business of 
making our way unaided through the 
world. 
If we undertake the task in 
all good faith, depending only upon 
ourselves, the chances 
are that we 
shall not find time to grow weary or 
to complain of the monotony of exist­ 
ence. The days stretch before us, 
white pages that we have to fill with 
the best, or the worst, or the most in­ 
different results of which we are cap­ 
able. If we shut our eyes to this fact 
and try to fool ourselves that nothing 
matters very much the pages will re­ 
main blank from day to day as far as 
our direct actions are concerned, but 
at the same time our sins of omission 
will accumulate and form a dark rec­ 
ord against us. 
If we fill the pages 
with the worst part of us that record 
will speak against us in no uncertain 
way. 
It is only when we pause long 
enough to write the record of the good 
work of which we are capable that we 
are really doing our full duty. It may 
be well worth 
our time 
and 
our 
thought to consider how we individu­ 
ally fill out the white page of each 
day of our lives. 
If we take up the 
task earnestly 
and 
courageously it 
will require our best energies to keep 
pace with life; and never again shall 
we be able to complain of the dullness 
of our days. 
It may be that we unconsciously do 
better work than we believe. 
Some­ 
times at the very time that we are be­ 
ginning to grow 
discouraged, when 
we feel that the well-meant efforts we 
have expended 
in this, 
that or the 
other work are in vain something hap­ 
pens that gives us just the degree of 
encouragement we need

continue our brave hold upon life. It 
may be only the echo of some deed 
or word of ours that encouraged oth­

ever disappointment we may have ex­ 
perienced. 
Life can be made so full

task that it would seem foolish for us 
not to make at least one effort, even 
though that effort taxes our power of 
endurance to the limit. It is better to 
meet defeat in the attempt rather than 
to remain indifferent to what is going 
on about us. 
The war days gave us 
many opportunities of showing what 
we could do in paths that many of us 
had never walked before. We essay­ 
ed the tremendous tasks allotted to us 
because there was no way to escape 
their responsibility, and we know with 
what success our efforts were attend­ 
ed. Why not apply the lessons of that 
period to the present? 
There is no 
reason to show fear when we set our 
feet timidly and awkwardly in new 
ways. The pioneers of old never hesi­ 
tated when they blazed their trails 
onward through the wilderness. The 
days that marked the prosecution of 
the tremendous tasks of those tremen­ 
dous periods could by no manner of 
means be called dull and spiritless. 
There is no reason why we may not 
enter upon 
the performance of the 
new tasks with 
which the present 
great period is concerned with equal 
fortitude 
and 
equal 
fearlessness. 
There is top much to be done for any­ 
one in these days to even think of 
growing 
weary of life’s 
monotony; 
the opportunities are ours for the ask­ 
ing or for the taking. 
Let us, then, 
apply ourselves to 
the 
accomplish­ 
ment of the really worth while things 
today, and by so doing contribute not 
only to the welfare of the many, but 
to our own happiness as well.

THE NEW FRENCH MINISTRY. 


The new French cabinet, with Aris­ 
tide Griand at its head, is regarded 
practically 
everywhere 
as a strong 
ministry from which success is to be 
expected. Briand is one of the ablest 
statesmen of France and one of her 
most skillful political leaders. His po­ 
sition with regard to enforcement of 
the Treaty is about midway between 
that of Poincare, who stands for firm 
and 
uncompromising 
enforcement, 
and that of Leygues, whose ministry 
fell because French public opinion 
would not endorse his lenency towards 
Germany. 
Upon the middle ground of such a 
program as Briand may be expected 
to propose, French 
insistence that 
Germany be made to toe the mark 
and British unwillingness to press the 
Germans too hard should be able to 
meet. If Poincare had been made 
premier, there would have been good 
ground for anxiety regarding the fu­ 
ture of Anglo-French relations, for he 
would have been disposed to urge a 
program which the British would have 
been loath to support. In short, Pres­ 
ident Millerand’s solution of the prob­ 
lem presented to him when the Ley­ 
gues ministry fell promises to promote 
the slow process of European read­ 
justment and rehabilitation. 
The whole world, and the United 
States in 
particular, will rejoice if 
these things can be brought about. To 
the fact that no decision has been ar­ 
rived at 
regarding Germany’s pay­ 
ment of indemnities, can be attribut­ 
ed much of the restlessness of Europe 
and its consequent effect upon this 
country and the sooner it is settled 
and the peoples of the nations parti­ 
cipating get down to the job of carry­ 
ing out the agreements the sooner will 
a reasonable condition of affairs come 
about.

port of George H. Jones, secretary. 
Tile report, when completed and 
printed, will be submitted 
to the 
ceneral assembly together with a 
request for legislation to further 
broaden the scope of the board. 
The board has turned into the

in 
the

years $14,453.50 collected fees for 
licenses 
granted 
to 
physicians. 
Protection 
of the 
public 
health 
from illegitimate and incompetent 
practitioners 
has 
been 
assured 
through, inspection of medical col­ 
leges to insure standard medical 
education 
and 
through 
vigorous 
prosecution of all cases of malprac­ 
tice reported. 
A rearrangement of the depart­ 
ment has been made to initiate a 
system of public health work. This 
work was carried on despite the 
fact that the last general assembly 
enacted laws to govern the work 
hut failed to appropriate any funds 
to finance the work.
